Cuban allies still 
have the advantage in numbers, armament and ppsition, and 
Gen Shafter is confident of victory. Jt is reported today

To Attack at Once. 


Washington, June 30—Special—A battle at SintiaoO is 


mminent, and will probably take place within twenty-four 
hours. Shafter's heavy guns are expected to arrive today 
and the attack will be made at once. Pando's .army cannot 
arrive before Sunday a ternoon or Monday morning and 
when it reaches the western heights above the city the'men 
will be exhausted by their forced march over bad roads and 
through mountain defiles, and poorly fitted to fight. It is 
probable that a bri k bombardment of the city and fleet will 
be followed by an assault from the combined American and 
Cuban forces, and that the city will be forced to surrender 
within a few hours after the attack begins. Ths American 


. troops are eager for battle, and there need be no fear of fait 


ering, whatever the obstacles may be that are encountered. 


Gen. Shafter at the Front. 


' In front of Santiago, June 30—Special—Gen. Shafter 


has reached the front and taken personal command of the 
troops that will invest Santiago. 
Almost immediately after 


his arrival he issued order.! for the immediate, occupation of 
Caney, the Spaniards falling back upon Santiago. 'The 
opinion is generally shared by army officers that if the Span- 
iards are forced to evacuate Santiago they will march north 
and try to effect a junction with the troops under Blanco at 
Havana. 
Spanish deserters who have come into camp re- 


port that Cervera has everything in readiness for a dash out 
of the harbor with his fleet, his object being to try to sink at 
least one of the American ships before going down. 


On .the Skirmish Line. 


At the front near Sanfiago, June 30 -Special—The out- 


posts of the.army, which are now within two miles of Santi- 
ago have had no, opposition from the Spaniards since the 
nght in which the Rough Riders were engaged last Friday. 
The men are in good health and spirits. 
The American 


skirmish line is continually exchanging fire with the Spaniard 
pickets, but the Americans have received no injury. 
The 


Spanish newspapers give an account of Friday's fight. They 
say four thousand Spaniards were engaged by ten thousand 
Americans. 
The Spanish loss was 265 killed and wounded,

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Aguinaldo Said to Be Negotiating 


with Germany, 


MAY BE ONLY PLAYING A PART, 


No DeciMvo Action Will He Tuhf>n bj 


Deirejr Until Hon. Merrltt 
Arrives— 


Iilnml* Am the Lair fill 1'rlzo at the 
United Stntcn. 


Washington, Juno 30.—Tlio navy <le 


partmcnt has received dispatches from 
Admiral Dewcy which Intlmnto that 
Aguinaldo, lender of the Insurgents at 
Manila. Is In communication with 
emissaries of Germany and that a 
scheme Is on foot to proclaim the In- 
dependence of the Philippine Islands 
under guarantee of the European pow- 
ers. 


The theory Is advanced, however, that 


the shrewd rebel leader, who has up to 
this time manifested the greatest re- 
gard for the United States and implicit- 
ly followed 
the advice of Admiral 


Dewey, Is simply playing with the Gor- 
man representatives In order to discov- 
er their Intentions. One thing Is cer- 
tain, navy ofllclals here say, and that 
Is no move will be made until Gen. 
Merrltt and his army reach Manila and 
take formal possession of the Islands 
as the lawful prize of the United States 
acquired by Qonquest. 
• It Is further Intlmatod that, should 
Germany make any decided move to- 
ward acquiring the Islands, she would 
be opposed by both Great Britain and 
France, and It Is pointed out that the 
presence of three British warships In 
Manila bay Is a notification to Ger- 
many and other European 
countries 


that Great Britain Is watching tho 
progress of events there and Is ready to 
take a hand In the melee. 
Moreover, 


tho presence of British warships there 
offsets the effect of the presence of tho 
five German warships which have been 
at anchor in the harbor for several 
days. 


Admiral Dewey holds tho key to tho 


situation, and when Gen. Merrltt. with 
Ills troops, arrives decisive action will 
be taken Immediately, and all foreign 
countries notified to govern themselves 
accordingly. It Is believed the prompt 
occupation of Manila by the forces of 
the United States will completely end 
all suggestions of Interference by any 
foreign power, and also prevent Inter- 
national complications. 


President McKlnley and his cabinet 


"believe Agulnaldo will make no effort 
to take Manila until Gen. Merrlt ar- 
rives. He will then have a conference 
with Merrltt and Dewey. at which the 
status of the insurgents will be settled. 
If the terms do not suit the rebel leader 
tlicre may be a rupture. But until then 
no decided action will be taken. 


MEBKITT SAILS FOIl MANILA. 


Tfew Governor nf tho riilllppluca LCHTCH 


ou the Newport. 


San Francisco, Cnl., June 30.—MaJ. 


Gen. Merrltt, governor general of tho 
Philippines, Is on his way to tho Im- 
portant post. He sailed Wednesday 
morning on the Newport for Manila. 
Although every precaution was taken 
to prevent soldiers assigned to the ves- 
sel from being left 
behind, several 


were. Five arrived at the dock Just as 
tho Newport was going Into the stream, 
and they made frantic efforts to get 
aboard. 
Finally 
they 
wore taken 


aboard the Uig Reliance, with bags of 
mall and a number of telegrams which 
had arrived too late at the dock, and 
the tug started on a stern chase of the 
steamer, ovarhaullng It successfully. 


With tho departure of tho third Hoot 


of transports and the sailing of Maj. 
Gen. Merrltt the government ofllclals 
•will now turn their attention to secur- 
ing transportation to Manila for the 
10.000 men still at Camp Morrltt. For 
the fourth fleet only two vessels have 
BO far been secured, the City of Puebla 
and the Peru, and theso ships are now 
being fitted up. It Is not expected that 
the Puebla, Peru, Alameda and Aca- 
pulco will leave before July 10. 


The four ships will 
accommodate 


about 3,000 soldiers, and If the govern- 
ment Intends to send the balance of 
Gen. Merrltt's army to Manila without 
•waiting for the first transport fleet to 
return here, the problem can only be 
solved by taking ships which 
could 


safely Journey to Honolulu and trans- 
fer soldiers at the Islands to ships re- 
turning from the Philippines. It Is un- 
derstood that this Is the Intention of 
the government.

extending about tho city. Santiago is 
In plain sight from their camp, and tho 
preparations for tho great battle now 
consist merely of strengthening the 
lines In the advance positions, bringing 
up the artillery, ammunition and sup- 
plies and studying tho enemy's defens- 
es and tho topography of the country. 


The opinion of the commanders nt 


the front IB now that the enemy will 
defend the city's approaches desperate- 
ly. Thero.will be some hot skirmish- 
es and one great battle before Santiago 
falls. 


Cubans who left tho city yesterday 


report that n panic has prevailed thero 
since the return of the defeated Span- 
lards who were driven from 
their 


stronghold to the oast of So villa last 
Friday. The Spanish commandant has 
reported that his forces met the entire 
American army on that day and ad- 
ministered a serious check to It. Food 
Is nndcrstood to bo scarce in Santiago, 
there being littlo to cat besides rice. 
Preparations are nndor way by tho 
Spaniards further to strengthen their 


• defenses. 
Old muzzle-loading cannon 


of obsolete pattern have been dragged 
out to the blockhouses and mounted 
there. 


The auxiliary cruiser Yale arrived on 


Monday with Uio Thirty-third Michi- 
gan volunteers from Camp Alger. They 
have been landed, thus Increasing tho 
strength of tho army by 1,600 men, 


The dismounted cavalry under Gen. 


Wheeler Is now well to the front. Tho 
work of hurrying forward rations, am- 
munition and field batteries is being 
pushed with great energy, In spite at 
the dreadful condition of tho roads.
